hoisted up a shaft 2,100 feet. 
When she gets out of the aha ft she 
is on top of the mountain, fifty f* t 
from her school house, 
H takes her 
about an hour to make the trip. The 
school ims fourteen pupils and they 
never know whether their teacher is 
coining up from the bowels of the 
earth or over the mountain.
